One of our detachments. even entered Cremona,

‘ treated beyond the’ Adda, and their head-quarters were 
at Lodi. , 
A detachment from‘our Venetian flovilla had cat 


-anchor at the mouth of the Premuna, where. it had 


made feveral prizes, and releafed feveral of our boats. 

In the Lago Sacro we took 128 prifoners, (of whom 
fix were officers,) with 15 brafs cannon in a veffel, 
and 200 pieces of iron ordaance, without carriages, on 
the fhore. ' 

The armed peafants, fixpported by one fingle detach- 
ment of General Klenau, attacked a detachment of 
Cifalpins near Mirandola, who had two pieces of can- 
pon, and made 234 prifoners. 
~” General Suwarrow has already taken the command 
of the combined Italian army. When thefe accounts 
came away, the firft column of Ruflan troops were at 
Villa Franca; the remainder were following by forced 
marches. 

' In addition to the above, Major-General Hohezol- 
Jern mentions the capture of two large merchantmen, 
feveral chefts filled with uniforms, great quantities of 
‘ammunition, one cannon, and feveral gun carriages, with 
fome prifoners at Cremona. 

At Caltel Nuovo a park of 14 pieces of artillery, 4

Dubois Pubay moved the order of the day relative ‘to the 
dssassination of the Ministers of the French Republic at Ras- 
tadt.: He.duly inipressed on the mind of his'audience every 
sentiment of horror connected with this crime, with respeet 
to humanity and the law of “rations. .“ ‘The’same fate (said 
he) awaits Republicans, even those who are ledst avowed. It 
is not in our annals alone thet no-examples will be found of 
this unheard of crime. We have always respected the agents 
of. powers. even at war with us. Vengeance! Vengeance! 
‘This cry shall resound from one end of Europe to the other. 
Vengeance ! ‘The’ manes of Bonnier and Roberjot demand it. 
Lmove-that a message be sent by the Council tothe Directory 
for official information relative to the assassination of our Ple- 
nipotentiaries and to tequest they would daily inform the 
Coungil of the state.of the wounds of Citizen Jean Debry.” 

Noblet, Legrand, and Moreau ‘de l’Yonne) spoke to the 
same effect, and supported the motion for a messuge. 

‘The message was accordingly decreed. 

. Some time after a messige was received from the Directory, 

transmitting a letter, written by Citizen Jean Debry to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, containing an account of the 
assassination committed on his colleagues, and attempted on 
himself. : ’ 

Decomberousse and Bordas invoked the vengeance of the 
French, andof all people, against the authors of this violation 
of the law of nations. ; ; 

Garat-——"" These crimes, which we could not even con- 
ceive, they have been actually committed {In the midst of 
wars the most furious, of nations and ages the most barbarous, 

the like has néver been seén. ‘Whe character df an Ambassador 
was always respected, even by powers who never respected any 
thing else : it was sufficent for their protection that they were 
‘confided to their care. ‘This law of nations we find even a+ 
mong the savages wandering through the forests of the new 
world. Among civilised nations, men charged with prepa- 
ring peace have been always ded as sacred personages. At 
heir appreach, aranies whe received the signal for battle 


illusions which sanction with the authority ef Heaven 


things of which the world stands in need. Austria. has given 
us already more than one proof of her perfidy, but this surpasses 
them all. It is in leaving Rastadt our Plenipoténtiaries are 
assassinated! Those who assurdd them they had no danger to 
run way-laid them, for the purpose of cutting their throats. 
It was not to possess themselves of papers, now become useless 
since war is lighted up anew, that this crime has been committed; 
for to get the papers, it was not necessary to slaughter three 
Ministers. It would have been safficent, for that purpose, to 
stop and plunder the carriages. ‘This crime has been meditated 
and planued for’ an end more horrible even than the crime itself. 
The House of Austria makes war only to extinguish the Re- 
public in the blood of Republicans. In slaughtering the Min- 
sters of peace, she was desirous of rendering all negociation— 
all peace, impossible. In calling upon the ‘Turks and Rus- 
sans, she has sought only to ravage and destroy. ‘The nations 
of Asia Minor, and of Greece, whom all the despotism of the 
Roman Emperors was unable to strip of their lenrning, their 
arts, or their riches, have been destrvyed by the ‘Turks.— 
Wherever they have passed as victors, they have left, of the 
most superb cities, nothing but ashes and ruins; of nations the 
most populous and free, nothing but slaves; and in the place 
of the most superb monuments of the arts, the darkness of 1g- 
norance, swamps, and pestilence. . 
Among States, whatever may be their Government and their 
laws, all those who are not the accomplices of Austria will u- 
nite with the French Republic to oppos: a barrier to the plague 
which menaces the humane race. ‘The Prince who, seated on 
the throne of the great Frederick, has so well appreciated the 
age in which he lives, and the interests of the people, which 
are also his own, will not confine himself to a neutrality. He 
will oppose a barrier to ‘the enterprises of that House, which 
has so shamefully violated the territory of the Empire, of which 
Prussia is the protectress. ..From the rsth to the 17th century, 
hordes of barbarians from the north, such as those at this day 
called against us, precipitated themselves into our countries, 
which they overspread like a‘deluge. Cities, palaces, sunk 
beneath them, as if overthrown. by air earthquake. ‘Ihe lands 
taken from their proprietors were given to serfs, who left them 
neglected to be overgrown with briars—their codes o! legisla+ 
tion were no more than lists of injuries made by tyrants for 
themselves and their vassals, Every thing was thrown into 
such confusion, that the end of the world, which was constant- 
ly announced, became its sole hope, Behold here what the 
Turks and Russians have done separate! What will they not 
effect united, if we do not hastento dig an abyss which shall 
swallow them all? The Cabinet of Madrid will remember that 
Austria has not renounced the folly of giving Kings to Spain, 
and that France alone is able to oppose a project so dangerous 
to the Spanish Government. The Swiss, that people so mag- 
nanimous in their simplicity, will think they hear beneath their 
feet the groans of their buried ancestors, who died the victims 
of Austrian oppression. Italy. comprising so many men, who 
will never give up but with their lives the liberty which we 
have conferred upon them; Italy will feel, that, in the event 
of Austrian success, she will have a King from that House, 
which has given to Europe the most * * * * * * *,, All 
States will feef,-that when the Turks and Russians have pene- 
trated into a country distinguished for its civilization, the wis- 
dom of its laws, and a love of the'arts, it will cease to be any 
longer a contest about a portion of territory, but about every 
thing which can exalt and dignify man in his own eyes. With- 
out an union of these forces, our phalanxes shall drive back 
these hordes of barbarians. It will be a contest between fero- 
ciousness and heroism, between the genius of war and the blind 
rage of destruction. Victory ‘will not long remain doubtful; 
our enemies have converted soldiers into assassins, and assassins 
are not made for victory, but for punishment. I donot accuse 
you for having yourself conceived and planned this crime, you 
whom courtiers honour with the name of Prince, you who re- 
ceived the most flattering homages, when the hero of France 
spoke of you, and whom our best Generals regarded as a hero 
born worthy of contending with; but since an assassination 
has been conceived and perpetrated, in the army under your 
command ; since you have not learned to inculcate among your 
soldiers an horror of every thing cowardly and base, ‘you may 
have courage to meet dangers, but in your soul, and in your 
genius, there will never be any thing sublime. 
It is not for you long to arrest the triumph of liberty. No, 


those 


‘liberty has not lost her genius! You shall quickly acknowledge 


her im the career of her victories. A signal vengeance must 
be taken of this crime. I move that an account of this black 
transaction shall be read, on the same day, and the same hour, 
in all the Municipalities of the Republic—that at the moment 
of the departure of our conscript troops from the places where 
they are assembled, such account should be read to them, for 
the purpose of making them acquainted with the crime, and to 
enflame their courage. That a representation of the three 
bleeding Ministers should be fixed up in all those places where 
the Citizens assemble round the public functionaries—and that 
an inscription should rerffind them of the time, the place, and 
nature of the crime. It is for the Directory to take these mea- 
sures, if they are judged expedient; but I would desire that 
here, by an organ worthy of your sentiments and your thoughts, 
you will render solemn homage to these victims of their func- 
tions, and that you will have their virtues, their magnanimi- 
ty, contrasted with the crimes of their assassins.—If it be true 
that we had faults, let us remember them only to repair them. 
(All the Members rise, crying“ Live the Republic,” and 
waving their hats.) In antient Rome, where all the Citizens 
were divided by such a variety of interests, in public dangers 
they became united—then ceaséd all dispute—let us imitate 
hem. Let us efface from our speeches, and if possible from 
our language, those «dious epithets of party which we have 
imprudently consecrated by our laws and our oaths ; epithets 
which create parties where they do not exist, and which pre- 
serve them where they do. : 

The Council ordered the message and this speech to be print- 
ed, to the number of 12 copies. 

Chessey, Regnier, and Rousseau rose in their turn, and de- 
clared they could add nothing to what had been said by Garat. 

On the motion of Thebault, the Council charged Garat with 
the task of pronouncing a funeral oration on the two Ministers 
massacred at Rastadt.

Message from the Executive Directory to the Councils of 
Excpers and Five Hunprep respecting the assassination of 
the Ambassadors, Bonnier and Roserjor. 

Citizens Representatives, 

The Executive Directory transmit to you the recital of a 
new crime by the Court of Vienna. For a long time they re- 
fused to give credit to it, but it is too true that the Ministers 
of the French Republic, at the Congress of Rastadt, have been 
assassinated : two perished, one only escaped by a kind of mi- 
racle. ‘The details of this cxecrable catastrophe are contained 
in a letter from Jean Debry, which the Directory annex to this 
Message. ‘Were thes to recapitulate them, they would be 
fearful of weakening the afllicting impression, and the deep hor- 
ror which the perusal of that letter will make upon your minds. 
Already, it is true, by the arrest of several of our civil or di- 
plomatic agents, by their long and cruel captivity, had the 
Court of Vienna ane? ‘infringed the sacred rules of the rights 
of nations. ‘They had recently transgressed them in a more 
singular manner by causing it to be announced that the pre- 
sence of a Congress at Rastadt would be no protection to that 
city against the events of war:—but between those outrages 
to that which has succeeded them, the space was still immense: 
it seemed that that Court.might be resolved to be guilty of all] 
sorts of perfidy and treachery towards their allies as well as 
their enemies, without however determining to disgrace their 
own soldiers by transforming them into public assassins, and 
by directing their blows against the sacred agents of treaties, 
the organs of the peace of nations, and the members of an as- 
sembiy of European negociators. he French Plenipotentia- 
ries, far from entertaining any such apprehensions, repelled all 
that were attempted to be infused into them respecting their 
personal safety ; ae eg » with the maxims of loyalty and 
public faith which their nation professes, they were persuaded 
that those maxims could not fail-of serving as a safeguard to 
them, after having so constantly served as their rule in- the 
course ofa laborious mission. Citizens Representatives, when 
we ate seeking for the motives, and above ull, for the hopes 
which might’have led the Austrian Government to this last 
excess of fury, it is impossible not to feel how they reckoned 
upon the two efficacious manceuvres by which they labour to 
perpetuate, inthe bosom of the French Republic, agitation, 
penury, and discord. Would they thus hold themselves up to 
the execration of all people and of all ages, ifthey did not Hat- 
ter themselves with soon seeing the horror of their crimes co- 
verted and concealed by their successes? And upon what could 
Austria found this hope, but upon the progressive diminution 
of our pecuniary means; and since it must be said, upon thé

Citizens Representatives, the manes of our Plenipotentia- 
ries, the indignation of the armics, the menacing voice of the 
French people, the unanimous voice of all people, of your -al- 
lies, of your enemies themselves, the cry of all nations who 
wish for or will have peace, the common interest of Govern- 
ments, whatever they may be, every thing calls out, every 
thing commands vengeance! ‘The Executive Directory, in or- 
der to make it prompt and. tremendous, will make use of all 
the means you have placed, of all that you.shall place in their 
power. ‘They cannot dissemble that circumstances require all

Citizen Minister, 

I endeavour to recollect myself, in order to dictate the de- 
tails of the dreadful events of which the French Legation were 
the victims, on the gth Floreal (April 28) and from which, 
wounded and mutilated, I have escaped by a miracle, of which 
I cannot give an account, Long before the 3oth Germinal 
(1gth April) the French Legation perceived that means of all 
kinds were employed by the enemies of peace, to produce the 
dissolution of the Congress; and we reckoned upon seeing it 
expire insensibly, by the successive retreat-of those who com- 
posed it :, But on that day, (30th Germinal). the carrying off of 
the ferry-men who served to transmit our correspondence by 
way of Seltz, informed us that our enemies would not, un- 
doubtedly, have the patience which the French Government 
shewed—we exclaimed against this violation of the rights of 
nations; the Deputation exclaimed on their side ; and the re- 
sult of these steps was a military letter, which announced to us 
that no tranquillising declaration for the safety of the Members 
of the Congress could be made. The Deputation assembled 
anew, declared that they were no longer free ; that besides, the 
recal of several members rendered them, according to the 
terms of their instructions, unable to adopt any deliberation 
whatever. It was upon this conclusum, officially transmitted 
to us by the Directorial Minister, himself recalled, that we 
founded our note of the 6th Floreal (April 25) protesting a- 
gainst the violence exercised, and declaring that we should re- 
pair within three days to the Commune of Strasburgh, to con- 
tinue the negociations there. ‘fhe next day, the 7th (I give 
you all these details fron: memory, because our papers were 
carried off, as you shall hear; but Ido.not think | am mista- 
ken respecting dates) Citizen Lemaire, courier of the Legation, 
was seized at Plittersdorff by an Atstrian patrole, and sent to 
Gernsbach, the Colonel’s quarters. Informed by us of this out- 
rage, unheard of till then, but which was soon to be surpas- 
sed, all the members of the Diplomatic Body, esnecially the 
Minister of Baden, the Prussian Legation, and the Directorial 
Minister, applied to the Austrian Colonel for reparation :— 
They demanded from him particularly the assurance that we 
should be respected in returning to France. No answer was 
— On the gth (April 28) preparations were made for our 

eparture ; we might have gone without doubt with safety, had 
we stolen away on the 8th (April 27) when there were no 
Austrian patrols on the Rhine: But having once introduced 
the question of the right we had to return in safety, we should 
have thought ourselves wanting to the dignity of our charac- 
ter, had we not required some solution; and perhaps this sen- 
timent facilitated the exccution of the crime upon which I am 
about: to enter. 

I resume my recital, Citizen Minister:—On g Floreal, A- 
pril 28, at half past seven in the evening, a Captain of Hussars 
of. Szekler, stationed at Gegenbach, came on the part of his 
Colonel, to declare verbally to Baron d’Albini, that we might 
quit Rastadt in safety ; and afterwards came to signify to us an 
order to leave that placein 24 hours. Already had the hussars 
of Szekler taken possession of it, and occupied al] the avenués: 
At eight o'clock we got into our carriages: When we arrived 
at the gate of Rastadt, we found a general prohibition to let 
no one enter or go out. An hour was spent in parleys—It 
appears that they stood in need of this delay, in order to or- 
ganize the execrable execution that followed, and of which, I 
say it with conviction, all the detailshad been commanded 
and combined beforehand. At length the Austrian Comman- 
dant gave an order fot the departure of the French Legation 
only. We demanded anescort: It was refused, andthe Com- 
mandant declared, that we should be as safe as in our own 
rooms. In consequence of this, we began our journey. We 
were not fifty paces from Rastadt, ourselves and the Ligurian 
Legation, who did not quit us, and who participated our dan- 

ers with unequalled devotion, when a detachment of nearly 
Bo hussars of Szekler, in ambush upon the canal of la Murg, 
fell upon our carriages, and made them stop. Mine was the 
first of them. Six meh with drawn sabres, tear me out with 
violence. lam searched, and robbed of all that I had. A- 
nother, who appeared to command this expedition, arrives on 
horst¢back, and asks for the Minister - Debry; I thought 
he came to save me. ‘It is [, I said, who am Jean Debry, Mi- 
nister of France. Scarcely had I said so, when two cuts from 
a sabre stretched me upon the ground. I was immediately as- 
sailed on all sides by fresh blows.—Tumbled into a ditch, I 
feigned to be dead:.’Fhe.banditti then quitted me to go to the 
other carriages, I availed myself of this instant, and escaped— 
wounded in different places, losing blood on all sides, and in- 
debted for my life, perhaps, only zo the thickness of my clothes. 
Bonnier was killed in the same manner I| was to have been, and 
Roberjot massacred alniost in the atms of his wife. 

The same question was put to my ill-fated colleagues as to 
me: Are you Bonnier ? Are you Roberjot? our carriages were 
pillaged, every thing became the prey of the brigands; the 
papers of the Legation were carried off, conveyed to the Aus- 
trian. Commandant, and claimed iu vain. ‘The Secretary of 
the Legation threw himself into a ditch, and by favour of the 
night, escaped the blowsof the assassins. I crawled to an ad- 
jacent wood, hearing the yells of the cannibals, the screams of 
the victims, and particularly of their companions, of the wife 
of Roberjot, of my wife seven months gone with child, and of 
my two daughters calling out for their father: My private 
Secretary, Citizen Belin, was held by six men, to be witness 
to all these scenes of horror. My valet de chambre was thrown 
into the river. 

I know that all the Members of the Diplomatic Corps made 
the greatest efforts to break through the line of the assassins, 
and to come to the assistance of those to whom assistance micht 
yet be administered. But it was not till one in the morning 
that the wife of ‘Roberjot could get to M. de Jacobi’s, the 
Prussian Minister ; and my wife and daughters, to M. de Re- 
don, Minister from Bremen and Hanover. 1 wandered about 
the wood during the whole of that dreadful night, fearful of 
the day, which might expose me to the Austrian patroles— 
About six in the morning, hearing them go about, ‘and seeing 
that { could not avoid them, penetrated besides by the rain and 
the cold, and growing more and more enfeebled by the blood 
1 lost, I took the desperate resolution of returning to Rastadt. 
I saw on the road the naked bodies of my two Colleagues— 
The dreadful weather, and perhaps the weariness of the as¢as- 
sins, after the commussion of such crimes, fucilitated my jour- 
ney, and | arrived at length, out of breath, and covered 
—_ blood, at the Count de Gortz’s, the King of Prussia’s”

Military jultice could not have been too prompt 
and too fevere, and the affaflins fhould not have exilted 
at the moment when Prince Charles wrote to General 
Maffena. 

Perhaps, however, to thake off the opprobrium which 
attaches to the Houfe of Auftria, it will order fome 
unhappy foldiers to be fhot, and may even facrifice 
fome fubaltern agents, if it were ‘merely to bury the 
proofs of the crime by deftroying the cowards who com- 
mitted it in obedience to the orders which they re- 
ceived. 

But this cruel comedy’ will not deceive our ace nor 
polterity. The world will fee, in the tardy difavowal 
of Prince Charles, but that kind of denial which the 
moft fhamelefs of criminals mutter. on the point of con- 
demnation, which isto devote their memory to execra- 
tion.

‘ARMY OF ITALY. 
Letter from the head-quarters of the Army of Italy, dated May 1. 

Our army had quitted the Oglio, to advance to 
the Adda. Gen. Scherer made this movement, and 
eftablifhed the line of defence. The 24th ult. Moreau 
received the news of his promotion to the command in 
chief. On the following day the enemy had already 
pafled the Adda attwo points. It was then neceflary 
he fhould defend himfelf according to the order of 
battle that had been eftablifhed. The obftinacy of the 
engagement was equal on both fides. At noon there 
were hopes of forcing the enemy to repafs the river. If 
the divifion of Viétor could have come up two hours 
fooner, the enemy would have repaffed. the Adda, and 
12,000 been made prifoners. - This divifion, however, 
arrived time enbugh to take 3000 Hungarian grena- 
diers. Night Dy an end to the combat; and we with- 
drew in the beft order poffible to Pavia. ‘This retreat 
has deprived us of Milan, which was evacuated during 
the day and night of the 25th. On the 26th at noon 
it was entered by the enemy.

Our polts fell 
back before that column, and we fuffered it to advance 
as far as the heights of Mayenfeld. General Chabran,

Some of our pofts on Lanquart were at firft obliged 
to give way to numbers, but they foon drove the enemy 
back, and we have refumed our pofitions.. Gen.. Le- 
courbe wasalfo attacked on the goth of April, in all 
points of his line, at three o’clock in the morning ; the 
action lafted till niglit. The attdck direéted againit 
Zernitz by the valley of Sante Marie; was fultiined 
with intredity by our troops. The enemy was repulfed, 
and 500 prifoners taken, among whom are 10 officers; 
and the young Prince de Ligne: ‘The enemy alfo at- 
tempted to carry our entrenchments at Verdnka, in four 
fucceflive aflaults, and was. repulfed in cach, lofing 
4000 in killed and wounded.

They contain a variety of interefting intelli- 
gence. From a Meflage of the Direétory to the Coun- 
cil of Five Hundred, it would appear that the Spanifh 
{quadron, which failed from Ferrol, has arrived in the 
toad of the Ifland of Aix, with 3000 troops on board, 

A refolution of the Couacil has authorifed the Di- 
rectory to difembark the Spaniards, and it is hinted in 
the meflage, that in confequence of fabfequent combi- 
nations it may be neceflary to march them through a 
part of the territory of the Republic. . The French 
papers aflurd no conjecture as to the objet of this expe- 

ition. fs 

The only mention made of the Brett flect, deferving 
of notice, 1s in the Chf du. Cabinet of the 13th inftant, 
which fays— Tt appears that the Direétory has recei- 
ved information that the Spanifh fleet had fcarcely gone 
out of Cadiz, when it joined the French fquadrop.”— 
This article we mutt confider at the moment doubtful. 

The French journals contaio fome addreffes and pro- 
clamations by the Directory on the affaflination of Bon- 
nier and Roberjot, which are diftinguithed by an ex- 
traordinary degree of violence againit the Auftrian Go- 
vernment ; but the mott fingular of the munifeftoes which 
have iffued frjm the Paris prefs_on this fubjeé is, one 
in the Redadeur. 

In that article the Archduke is falfely charged with 
being thé author of this barbarous murder, notwith- 
ftanding that that Prince has, in a letter ro General 
Maffena, difciaimed all knowledge of the tranfaétion, 
and exprefied his deep regret that this unfortunate e- 
vent fhoald have occurred. 

A letter from Strafburgh tates, that in confequence 
of the murder of the French Minifters, the army of the 
Danube has refolved to-give ‘no quarter, and that this. 
refoluuon has actually been carried into effect in fore

All the Cifalpine Republic. is in the poffefion of the 
Allied Armies. The evacuation of Milan is attributed 
by the French to the lofs of a pitched battle between 
Lodi and Pavia, which was only finithed by darknefs. 
I'hey retreated, it is ftated, in good order to Pavia, 
and, on the 3d day of May, their head-quarters had 
fallen back to Novarra, in the territory of Piedmont. 

It is thought they will be removed to Genoa, to fup- 
port their right with the divifion fent into Tufcany in 
order to meet the army of Naples.

General Maffena has tranfmitted to the Direftory an 
account of fome advantages gained by the French troops 
in the Grifon tertitory, but which do not appear to have 
been of an important nature.

‘Whereas doubts have arifen upon the effect of the fchedule A, 
annexed to cap. 13, 39th Geo. III. commonly called the Income 
Act ;—a cafe was laid before Lord Advocate and Mr Solicitor 
General, for their opinion, “ If one-fourth of the income of the 
« tand-owners, arifmg from the lands in the occupation of te- 
“ nants at rack-rent, was to be deducted from the grofs rent of 
« faid lands ?”—upon which cate, Lord Advocate and Mr Soli- 
citor, after conto the amended act, cap. 22. 29th Geo. IIL 
which laft act exprefsly repeals all the fchedules in the firft reci- 
ted act, were decidedly of opinion, that the income of the land- 
owner fhall be taken to be the full amount of the rent payable to 
him by the tenant, without any deduction of a one-fourth. But 
from which grofs rent, the land-tax, feu-duty, minifter’s ftipend, 
if payable by the land-owner, per centage on repairs, &c. and 
the actual expences of collecting the rents, as more particularly 
meéntioved im the fchedules annexed to the faid laft act, wil! fall 
to be. deducted.
